It ia no economy to use inferior food. 


It is a saving of money and time and 
health to give a high price for what we 
cat, if it he fresh and perfect, than to 
obtain it for less on account of its being 
wilted or old or partially decayed. Some 
people prefer to make their meat tender 
by keeping, which meana that decompo- 
sition is taking place; in plainer phrase, 
it ia rotting. Such meats require less 
chewing and may appear very tender, 
but it is a physiological fact that they 
are not digested as easily or as quickly 
as solid, freah meat. 
. . 


When a vegetable begins to wilt it is 


no longer that vegetable, because a 
change of particles has taken place, and 
in such proportion it is unnatural—it is 
dead—and to eat it tends to death. 


One of the most horrible forms of dis- 


ease is caused by eating sausages which 
have been kept a long time; more com- 
mon 
in 
Germany than elsewhere. 


Scarcely anything saddens us so much 
iu passing through some of theby-stroeta 
nnd the more obscure aveuues as the 
sight of the long-kept meats and shriv- 
eled vegetables which are sold to the 
unfortunate poor at the corner Dutch 
groceries. 


But the poverty-stricken are not the 


only sufferers; the richest men come in for 
their share for themselves and for their 
families in proportion as the mistresses 
of their splendid mansions are incompe- 
tent or inattentive to those household 
duties, the proper performance or neglect 
of which makes all the difference be- 
twfcen a true wife and a contemptible doll.

creejxjrs, fern?, «:ul mrc lichens nud 
muincs of freshness uiul \ i^or of vegeta- 
tion almost iucreJiblf. 
Tlie most' ex- 


quisite natur.il rockeries, ovuigrowiiwith 
rare plants, meet the eye at every turn. 
The gnarled roo'us and massive limbs of 
the giiiut forest trees arc draped will 
quaint and beautiful parasites, which 
fling their delicate flower-gemmed ten- 
drils from branch to branch and droop 
in heavy, graceful sprays from among 
the densely foliaged bough. 


Avalanches of hoary old men's beard, 


and frightful, scaly, snake-like looking 
witches entangle tbe dead monarehs of 
the forest, which cumber the ground in 
numbers, and benoath their sheltering 
warmth the most lovely_ little shells find 
refuge. Trocatellas akitinas, and a hun- 
dred others, all striped and barred with 
beautiful rainbow tints, pale, pink and 
gray, amber and black, pure transparent 
white and sombre brown, funny little 
fungi (jnngoes we call them) grow on the 
soft decayed wood of the dead trees. 


Big umbrella shaped fellows, under 


which "duppies" (ghosts) are said to sit, 
and beautiful soft white ones, with pret- 
tily crimped edges, which are awfully 
nice to eat; when boiled they make the 
most delicious soup. 


We have no end qf nice eatables grow- 


ing in our woods. Epicures go castro- 
nomicallv mad over our vegetable deli- 
cacies. The mountain cabbage is a great 
favorite. This is a slender, graceful pal- 
metto, and just between the body of the 
tree and the plumc-lifte crown of ser- 
rated leaves which gracs the extreme 
top, is a soft, white heart, cosily nestled 
between closely-packed layers of cool, 
green bark. This makes the most de- 
licious vegetable possible when boiled 
and eaten with butter. It far exceeds 
in delicacy and flayer any cabbage ever 
grown. The soup made from it, too, is 
just splendid, and the pickles are too 
lovely for anything. 


The rivers abound in delicious fish, 


mountain mullet, calapevit (which from 
time immemorial piscatory epicures have 
extolled), cray fish, shrimps, eels, crabs 
and many others, too numerous to men- 
tion. 


The seacoasts abound with tattle, great 


and small; manatee or the far-famed sea- 
cow; lobsters, oysters, conch, and mussels 
of all descriptions. Delicious fruits grow 
wild everywhere. 
The Avocado pear, 


the guava, the shaddock, the Tangerine 
orange, the Spanish lime, the cashew, 
the musk and water melon, the passion 
flower cup, tbe grannadilla and ever so 
many more.

The uses of glycerine are becoming 


more and more extended and valuable. 
There ia 110 application that in better 
than a few drops rubbed daily over the 
hands, to keep them moist and smooth. 
The hands should be first moistened with 
water, as the glycerine otherwise ab- 
sorbs moisture from the skin. 


Glycerine and carbolic acid—three 


ounces of the former to fifteen grains of 
the latter—are among the most effective 
applications for chapped 
hands, and 


equally for a scurfy skin. It may be 
used two or three times a day. 


Glycerine is also said to be exceeding- 


ly effective in some cases of piles. A 
gentleman who had suffered from them 
for years, and whose case appeared to 
defy medical treatment, was cured by 
taking it daily with his food. A dose 
would be from a half to a whole table- 
spoonful. 


Writers in the London Lancet strong- 


ly recommend it for acidity of stomach. 
Its use for this trouble was first dis- 
covered by a private gentleman, who 
hod lone been a sufferer from it. 
Hav- 


ing read in the paper that glycerine 
kept milk from souring, he said to him- 
self, "Why won't it keep me ?" 


He tried it with complete success, and 


was able thenceforth to take food from 
which he had been forced to abstain. It 
was subsequently employed by phy- 
sicians with like results. 


It does not remove acidity; it only 


prevents its occurrence.' Take from a 
teaspoonful to a tablespoonful immedi- 
ately after eating; or take it in the tea 
in place of sugar.

of wealth add it to their cuisine as a val- 
uable breakfast dish.

There is a story told of a 
shrewd Scotch woman who used to tell 
her fine healthy bairns, "the one eats 
the maist parritch will get the maist 
meat."

It is far better for the blood and 
brain than cake, confectionery, and the 
score of delicacies on which many pale 
little pets are fed by their foolish fond 
mothers."

LINCOLN' LETTER. 


LINCOLN, ILL'., Oct., 6.—Tho entire 


time of the circuit court was taken 
up last week in the homocide case of 
the people vs. John Clare. Defend- 
ant was charged with tho killing of 
Dan Connors on the 19th day of 
November last. 
Tho killing was 


admitted, and the plea of insanity 
was interposed by the defense. A 
largo number of witnesses testified 
to facts tending to show insanity of 
defendant at tho time of the homo- 
cido, and Drs. McFarland, of Jack- 
sonville, and Sargoant, of this city, 
introduced as medical exports, testi- 
fied to his insanity at that time— 
that ho was then laboring under an 
insane delusion. Tho delusion, as 
shown by the testimony, was that 
one Davo Meskol nnd Ooiinors had 
drugged, and then outraged defend- 
ant's wife who was near sixty years 
of age. No one believed that to be a 
fact but believed the whole thing to 
be a delusion of a diseased brain. 
And this no doubt is tho correct 
theory. Defendant and deceased, 
who had been intimately acquainted 
since deceased's boyhood, wore tho 
best of friends always up to tho timo 
of tho supposed outrage, and no 
motive could bo shown for 
tho 


killing, other than the insane de- 
lusion. 
Notwithstanding all this 


testimony the jury found defendant 
guilty and fixed .his punishment at 
15 years in the penitentiary. Had 
tho verdict been not guilty and that 
ho was now insane, the court would 
at once have made an order commit- 
ting him to tho asylum, and so 
instructed the jury. 


Tho defendant was represented by 


Messrs. Beason & Blinn and 0. C. 
Sharp while T. T. Beach was assisted 
in the prosecution by our States At- 
torney. 


Tho venue in the Bell homicide 


case, of which I spoke a few days 


ago, 
was yesterday morning changed 


to Sangamon county, and to the 
February term of the circuit court. 


The last two and a half days have 


been taken up with the trial of tho 
Herrington perjury case here on a 
charge of venue from Macon county. 
Hornngton was defended by Judge 
Thornton and E. S. McDonald, of 
Docatur. The case was given to the 
iury yesterday afternoon, about 4 
o'clock, and at 8:30 lust evening the 
jury reported to the court that it 
could not agreo whereupon the court 
discharged it. In this case the same 
question was raised to the introduc- 


;ion of the petition and record that 
was raised in a case just like this 
one, tried recently in Decatur, before 
Judge Zane, of Springfield. In that

A Wonderful Lake. 


The Bodie Free Press publishes th« 


following description of Mono lake, a re- 
markable body of water: 


Notwithstanding the steady influx of 


five large fresh water creets and innu- 
merable small streams, its bitter but 
pellucid waters continue to give a sedi- 
mentary analysis of 4f> parts soda, 40 
parts salt and 15 parts borax and lime; 
that the lake is 29x19 miles hi diameter, 
and 
more than 200 feet deep 
in 


places; that it contains two large and 
several small tufa islands, the first in 
magnitude having an area of 2,200 acres 
andT the second 1,500 acres; that upon 
the second island is the crater of a vol- 
cano that was in active eruption as late 
as 1858, that upon the larger island and 
out 100 feet from it, in 70 feet depth of 
water, are boiling springs of asphalt, and 
that DO living thing exists in the waters 
of the lake except the Piuto shrimp, a 
pink eyed worm which attains a length 
of about three fourths of an inch.f 


The valley, commonly called a desert, 


surrounding the lake is about J .30x60 
miles in diameter, and baa at some not 
remote period of the post been wholly 
submerged by mineral waters similar to 
those which now occupy the deeper por- 
tion of the basin, as the water mark
